No. 19 OF 1970 

[ 14th May , 1970 ) 
An Act to give effect to the financial proposals of the Central 

Government for the financial year 1970 - 71 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I

Explanation . For the purposes of this clause, a company shall be 
deemed to be mainly engaged in the business of generation or distribu 
tion of electricity or any other form of power or in the construction of 
ships or in the manufacture or processing of goods or in mining, if the 
income attributable to any one or more of the aforesaid activities includ 
ed in its total income of the previous year (as computed before making 
any deduction under Chapter VIA of the Income-tax Act) is not less than 
fifty -one per cent. of such total income; 

(d ) " tax free security " means any security of the Central Gov 
ernment issued or declared to be income tax free , or any security of 
a State Government issued income-tax free , the income-tax whereon 
is payable by the State Government; 

(e ) all other words and expressions used in this section and the 
First Schedule but not defined in this sub -section and defined in the 
Income- tax Act shall have the meanings , respectively , assigned to 
them in that Act,
